DECISION LIKELY. ~ 
TO STOP HORSES 


Justices’ Legal Views Said 
to Apply to Systems Used 
in Western Part of 
State.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec: 16, — 
Betting systems designed to get 
around Missouri laws and permit 


wagering on horse and dog racing 
in the State were dealt a severe 
blow today by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court en banc, in declaring 
void an injunction under which the 
Wellston Kennel Club conducted 
dog races in St. Louis County for 
two days last May. ö 

The Supreme Court held that the 
“public subscription plan, which 
the club proposed to use, by which 
customers could win or lose on the 
dog races, was a violation of the 
State law against pool selling and 
against recordiing, registering or 
becoming custodian of a bet on a 
race. 

The system, similar to plans 
sometimes ‘called the “contribu- 
tion” or “certificate” system, was 
declared by the court to be “ob- 
@ously a sham for the transaction 
of a business expressly forbidden by 


law.” 
Far- Effect. 

While the ruling dealt only with 
the system utilized by the Wellston 
Kennel Club in the brief period its 
injunction restrained State and 
county officers from interfering 
with operation of the track, its ef- 
fect will be more far reaching. It 
was learned from reliable authority 
that the decision would apply 
also to betting on horse races con- 
ducted at intervals on tracks in the 
western part of the State, includ- 
ing Platte / County, near Kansas 
City. 

The injunction knocked out by 
the court was issued at Clayton 
last May 11 by Circuit Judge Jerry 
Mulloy, on application of the-Wells- 
ton Kennel Club. It restrained. 
Prosecuting Attorney Castlen, Sher- 
iff Lill, other county officers and 
Attorney-General Shartel from in- 
terfering with operation of the 
track. 

The Supreme Court today made 
its preliminary rule of prehibition 
issued at the time of the injunction 
absolute, basing the ruling on a 
finding, in the injunction case, that 
the Wellston Kennel Club’s petition : 
for the injunction did not state a 
cause of action against the officers 
sought to be enjoined. This finding 
of no cause of action was based on 
the ruling the “public subscription 


The Court held a petition failed 
to state a cause of action, if the 
facts disclosed the business in ques- 
tion contravenes any law of the 
State. 

Both Votes Unanimous. 

Both opinions were written by 
Judge F. E. Atwood. The vote on 
each was unanimous, the other six 
Judges of court concurring. 

The Judge said the facts showed 
that the kennel club proposed to 
conduct racing at a traci: at St. 
Charles and Ashby roads, under the 
“public subscription: plan.” The pian 
provided for owners to jease the 
dogs to the club for the races in 
which they were entered. 

The “subscription contract” be- 
tween the club and customers mak- 
ing “subscriptions” bore on one side 
the entry number of the dog select- 
ed by the customer, the race and 
the amount “subscribed.” 

On the reverse side was printed 
this agreement: 

“The holder of this receipt has 
contributed the amount indicated 
on the reserve side hereof to the 
Wellston Kennel Clüb, which. be- 
comes absolute owner thereof, to 
defray expenses, provide suitable 
purses and ind the entry num- 
ber indicated on the reserve side 
hereof, and other entries, to enter 
the race indicated by number on 
the reverse side hereof under the 
rules of the association. The num- 
bers correspond with the numbers 
on the official program. 

“Tf the entry number indicated 
on the reverse side hereof shall be 
first in the race, the holder will be 
paid the proportion of 70 per cent of 
all that remains, if any, of the con- 
tributions made to the race, after 
payment of purses and expenses, 
that the amount received hereunder

It originated in Christmas tree 
lights and spread rapidly through 
large stocks of celluloid toys. When 
the blaze had been extinguished; 
the upper five stories of the build- 
ing were a wreck. 

The fire broke out before many 
customers had arrived but it was 
estimated 1000 persons were in the 
building, of which 600 or 700 — 
mostly sales girls—were trapped on 
upper floors. A few jumped from 
the building and were killed. Oth- 
ers were suffocated. Hundreds 
were taken off the balcony of the 
fifth floor by ladders, ropes and 
canvas chutes. 

Two hundred were in the roof 
garden while smoke billowéd around 
them when firemen finally arrived 
and rescued them. Five army air- 
planes assisted by dropping rope 
ladders. 

A battalion of trogps, with fixed 
bayonets, held back throngs press 
ing fire lines and blocking traffic 
in the heart of the city for three 
hours. 

The fire was subdued shortly aft- 
er noon. The seven-story building 
was left a shell. 

In a menagerie on the roof gar- 
den, two lions, two bears and sev- 
eral monkeys roared and screamed, 
adding to the panic. All of them 
survived as the fire did not pene- 
trate the roofs. 

The loss was estimated at about 
20,000,000 yen (about 54,000,000). 

Japan does not observe Christ- 
mas officially but it has become a 
popular day for exchanging pres- 
ents.

Blaze in Downtown Building 
Battled for Two Hours in 
Zero Weather.

Fire discovered at 1 a. m. today 
which is thought to have started: 
from an overheated furnace, de- 
stroyed the building and contents 
of the John A. Ryan Furniture Co. 
at 305 Missouri avenue, East St. 
Louis, causing $25,000 loss. 

For two hours ‘seven companies 
with nine lines of hose poured wa- 
ter on the two-story brick 
structure, which became coated 
with thick layers of ice, in the 
zero weather. Firemen worked in 
shifts as they became wet and 
chilled. Only the brick walls and 
some timbers were left standing. 

When firemen arrived from the 
nearest engine house, a block away, 
the back of the building where the 
furnace is, was ablaze. The flames 
spread rapidly to the front of the 
store and to the second floor, 
which was used as a furniture 
store room. 

A general alarm was turned in 
summoning all the available fire 
apparatus in East St. Louis, includ- 
ing a new tower truck. The water 
froze on the ruins and on wails of 
connected business buildings on 
each side in huge icicles. The aid- 
walk and street in front of the 
burning store became coated with a 
thick layer of ice, making it diffi- 
cult. for firemen to move about. 
They saved the adjoining buildings 
from damage, except by water. 

Fire Chief James Ames said fire- 
men were notified of the fire by a 
telephone call from someone who 
did not identify himself. 

The building is owned by Arthur 
Felsen, United States Commissioner 
in East St. Louis, who said the loss 
to the building was $15,000 covered 
by insurance. 

John A. Ryan, owner of the store, 
said the stock loss was $10,000, 
partly insured. The company 
burned out on Dec. 19, 1926, when 
Hocated at 120 Collinsville avenue, 
Hast St. Louis.

‘Treinen reached Si. Louis from 


30 minutes to four hours late to- 


day as a result of the coldest 
weather experienced here in nearly 
three years. ‘The temperature 
reached a minimum of zero at the 


downtown Weather Bureau at 6 
o’clock this morning. 

Most trains arriving were about 
half an hour behind schedule. Some 
from the East, West and South- 
west were an hour or more late and 
one from St. Paul, Minn., was 
marked four hours behind time. 

The Mississippi is, at the lowest 
stage on record here in 72 years— 
3.3 feet below zero on the gauge at 
the foot of Market street. The 
gauge is an arbitrary scale, and 
there is about 17 feet of water in 
the channel in midstream. Ice 
gorges in the Mississippi and the 
Illinois near Grafton, III., and in 
the Missouri River near Kansas 
City are the cause of low water. 
Heavy ice is floating in the river 
here, this condition extending as 
far south as Cape Girardeau, Mo. 

Skating was permitted in all city 
parks today, the lake ice having at- 
tained a thickness of four inches. 
There is skating also on several 
East St. Louis lakes. a 

Three mofe streets were closed 
to traffic today for the benefit of 
coasters.

of a grant of the land by Chou- 
teau and Lucas in 1823, were de 


nied today by the Missouri Su- 


preme Court en banc. 

The Court affirmed rulings of St. 
Louis Circuit Court, in four differ- 
ent suits, that the city held title to 
the land. 

Chief Justice Ernest S. Gantt, 
who wrote two opinions disposing 
of the four cases, held Chouteau, 
his wife, Therese Cerre Chouteau, 
and Lucas had conveyed title to the 


provision in the conveyance for a 
reversion of the land. He ruled the 
heirs held no interest in the land. 

The two opinions were based on 
construction of the conveyance, and 
of a legislative act of 1822, author- 
izing St. Louis County (as it was 
then), to accept a donation of a 
site for a courthouse. Title passed 
to the city when the city and coun- 
ty were separated in 1876. The city 
used the courthouse for general 
court purposes until June, 1930, 
when the Civil Courts Building on 
Memorial Plaza was completed. 

The legislative act of 1822 au- 
thorized the creation of a commis- 
sion to receive and accept a döna- 
tion of a site for a courthouse, the 
site to be conveyed to the St. Louis 
County Court and its successors 
forever, in trust for the use of the 
county. 

The offer of the Chouteaus and 
Lucas was accepted by the commis- 
sion in August, 1823, and the own- 
ers signed the deed conveyipg the 
site on Nov. 11, 1825. The donors 
added a provision to the deed that 
the land be used forever as the 
court-house site, but made no pro- 
vision for reversion. 

Judge Gantt Weld a provision in 
the legislative act that the land do- 
nated would be used as a site for 
a court-house did not limit the es- 
tate to be conveyed, but was merely 
a declaration that the land donated 
would be used for county purposes. 
He held there was nothing in the 
deed indicating an intention of the 
donors to provide for re-entry. 

The various suits, to determine 
what rights the heirs had to the 
land, were filed by Henri Chou-' 
teau, Harriett Clark Williams, 
Charles Lucas, Auguste A. Chou- 
teau, Azby Chouteau III, Francis E. 
Chouteau and other heirs.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Mak- 
ing rapid progress in the framing 
a prohibition repeal resolution, a 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee to- 
day agreed on a provision to pre- 
vent the importation of liquor into 


dry states. 
After two days of discussion, the 


states which want to remain dry: 
“The transportation or importe- 
tion into any state, territory or pos- 
session of the United States for de- 
lovery or use therein of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, in violation of the laws 
thereof, is hereby prohibited.” 


The language was largely sug- 


gested by Senator Borah (Rep.), 
Idaho, long a leader Sf the dry 
cause, who has been fighting for 
protection for states which went 
te prohibit liquor. | 

The committee also discussed the 
possibility of including language 
to prevent return of the saloon, 
but committee members said little 
progress had been made in this 
direction. 

Chairman Blaine said the com- 
mittee also discussed the manner 
of submitting’ the resolution, but 
reached no decision. Both Repub- 
lican and Democratic platforms 


| 


proposed submitting a repeal reso- 
lution to state conventions rather 
than legislatures. 

Blaine said there apparently was 
no objection within the committee 
to reporting out a repeal resolution. 

Senator Borah said after the 
meeting he had tentatively agreed 
to the wording of the clause for 
protecting dry states along with 
other members of the committee, 
and would favor reporting out the 
resolution in that form. 

“But that doesn't mean I will 
support it for final passage in the 
Senate,” Borah added. “Whether I 
vote for the eighteenth amendment 
depends on other matters.” 

Blaine said the committee would 


meet again early next week to con- 


tinue its deliberations.

| ‘The two men who did the killing 
have’ never been caught. One of 
them, Miss Livingston said, was 
Frank Maio, alias Delmonti, with 
whom she had lived. 

The witness testified that on the 
fatal ride she was sitting in the 
back seat of the car with Maio. 
Presti and the other man were in 
the front seat. Maio, she said, fired 
two shots into Presti's head. 
Then, she testified, they fled from 
Madison with the body, drove to 
Janesville, delivered it to the “boss” 
whom she identified as Gelosi, 
abandoned it at a roadside near 
Belvidere, Ill, and then drove to 
Joliet, III., where the party split up. 
Miss Livingston testified that Ge- 
losi threatened her with death after 
the body had been abandoned.

“You don’t want to be 
like that man back there, do you?” 
Maio, she said, stood between her 
and Gelosi.

The Lausanne agreement ended the reparations dis- 
pite as effectually as Appomattox ended our own 
Civil War. There can be no question about that. 
What the world needs is more healing steps like 
that at Lausanne. It needs to have done for both 
the war debts and for tariffs what the Lausanne 
agreement did for reparations.

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MEXICO WITHDRAWS FROM THE LEAGUE. 
There will be only regret among friends of inter- 
national co-operation that Mexico, one of the newest 
members, feels it must withdraw from the League of 
Nations. To say that it is difficult to meet the an- 
nual financial obligations is to touch a point which 
is understandable, but it does not seem sufficient 
to justify a step of such consequence. 

That the Mexican Government made a point of in- 
dicating that the withdrawal does not mean lack of 
sympathy with the League’s activities is gratifying 
and may be taken as indicative of Mexico’s support 
of the League in normal times. Yet it is the present 
abnormality in the world which makes it imperative 
for the nations to be joined in the common purpose 
of solving their problems together. After all, the 
cost of participation on the part of Mexico, set at 
$60,000 to $90,000 a year, is a small expenditure in 
comparison with its governmental costs as a whole. 
The question naturally arises, How might Mexico 
spend that sum better to advance international co- 
operation, and thereby the interests of Mexico? The 
entry of Mexico into the League last year showed an 
appreciation of its place in the society of nations 
which its neighbor to the north does not possess. Our 
sister republic set us a good example. It may be

During the past week, two Republican Representa- 


tives, James M. Beck of Pennsylvania and John L. 
Cable of Ohio, introduced proposed constitutional 


amendments, each of them relating te the method of |

Beck, a former Solicitor-General and one of the lead-; 


ing authorities on constitutional law in Congress, is 
to permit ratification of constitutional amendments 
by a majority of the states, instead of by three- 
fourths, as now required. Also, Mr. Beck’s amend- 
ment would require the ratifying majority to contain 
at least three-fourths of the national population. 

<The amendment which Representative Cable pro- 


poses would provide for constitutional alterations by 


initiative and referendum. Under his plan, amend- 
ments would originate with the people through peti- 
tions, which would require the signatures of 15 per 
cent of the voters in two-thirds of all the congres- 
sional districts. Ratification of the amendment thus 
proposed would depend on approval by a majority of 
the voters in three-quarters of the states at the next 
general election. 

Of these three proposals, the last has the least to 
recommend it, Various states find it difficult to se- 
cure needed changes in their state constitutions at 
the polls because of popular indifference to such 
propositions. There is little reason to believe that 
popular ratification of Federal ‘amendments would 
work out more satisfactorily. 

The need for Mr. Beck’s amendment remains to be 
demonstrated. Evidently, he is fearful lest 13 states 
prevent the repeal of prohibition. In the last analy. 


sis, it is doubtful whether so small a minority would | 


willfully ignore the wishes of the whole nation. 
As for lengthening the presidential term and for- 
bidding re-election, it deserves study.

What a drama that was! Here was an old man 
sentenced to death on a trumped-up charge, inspired 
by the malice of religious bigotry and pseudo-patriot- 
ism. He might easily have won acquittal. He did 
not have to recant. Had he shown the least peni- 
tence, indicated a sense of wrong-doing by so much 
as a gesture, or remorseful demeanor, the chances 
are the verdict had been favorable. He scorned to do 
it. Not only did he refuse to abase himself, but, 
throughout the trial, he was urbanely. indifferent as 
to the outcome. He was conscious of no wrong- 
doing.

‘Brooks, a bill has been introduced in the Board of Al- 


dermen setting up new rules for the guidance of pe- 
destrians and automobile drivers at intersections. The 
bill was prepared following a study Which revealed 


that 82 per cent of traffic accidents involving pedes- | 


trians occur at intersections, and proposes to attack 
the malady at its focal point. 
It would require automobiles and other vehicles 


making right or left hand turns to stop before reach- | 
ing a cross-walk, if pedestrians are in the adjacent | 


half of the walk, permitting them to proceed to safety. 


At such a crossing as Twelfth and Olive, for example, | 


many nearaccidents and much confusion occur by 
automobiles barging’ full tilt around a corner across 
the path of pedestrians. The green light gives both 
the right of way, but the laws of physics make it 
impossible for an automobile and a pedestrian to 


share the same spot at the same time. Director 


Brooks’ bill would solve the problem in favor of the 
pedestrian. Whenever the green light flashes, he 
would be entitled to precedence. 

On the other hand, the pedestrian would. not de 
permitted to cross a street, at intersections equipped 
with automatic signals or traffic policemen, against 
the green light or without a sign from the policeman. 
Some years ago, an experimental ordinance was passed 
to control pedestrians, but they ignored it and, after 
a half-hearted attempt at enforcement, the traffic 
force followed suit, and the ordinance was permitted 
to die at the edd of the experimental period. Direc 
tor Brooks’ bill is an improvement, in that it provides 
for the reciprocity of motorists.

(380 degrees Fahrenheit) until gold- 
en brown. 


CHOCOLATE ICE CREAM 


Scald one pint of milk, and pour 
it over four egg yolks beaten well 
with one-half cup sugar to which 
are added two tablespoons flour 
and one-quarter teaspoon salt. Then 
add one and one-half squares of 
melted chocolate. 

Cook in top of double boiler until 
thickened, cool, pour in freezing 
tray of refrigerator. After one 
hour, fold in one cup of whipping 
cream flavored with vanilla, Freeze 
one hour more. 


OYSTER LOAF. 


Cut a long leaf of bread into 
slices about two inches thick. Trim 
off the crust and make each piece 
square. Dig the crumbs out of the 
center of éach piece, leaving sides

one-half teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
sugar, one egg, well beaten; two- 
thirds cup molasses, three-fourths 
cup sour milk, one-third cup butter 
or other shortening. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, soda, spices and 
salt and sift together three times. 
Cream butter thoroughly, add sugar 
gradually and cream together until 
light and fluffy. Add egg and mo- 
lasses; then flour, alternately with 
milk, a small amount at a_ time. 
Beat after each addition until 
smooth. Bake in shallow greased 
pan, in moderate oven, 50 minutes, 
or until done.. Cut in squares and 
serve with whipped cream. 


BEEF AND PORK LOAF 


Two pounds ground beef. 

One pound ground pork. 

Two teaspoons ca‘t. 

One-half teasrp:~ pepper.

One raw egg. 

One cup bread crumbs. 

Mix meat, seasonings, onion and 
bread crumbs with beater raw egg.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—St. Louls baseball clubs won a fight and 
lost one at the joint meeting of the major leagues, which concluded 
the annual tournament of fiat feet in a session at the Roosevelt Ho- 


tel yesterday afternoon. 

Sam Breadon and Phil Ball were 
defeated in their efforts to have the 
leagties put the ban on radio broad- 
casting of league championship 
games; but the owner of the 
Browns was victor in his battle to 
have a rose pinned on the 
store system. 

Hereafter, according to a new 
section written into the major 
league rules at the request of Ball,

given and shall have the same force 
and effect for all and every pur- 
pose, notwithstanding the stock 
ownership or control, either directly 
or indirectly by any one club or by 
a stockholder or stockholders of any 
one club in or of one or more other 
clubs.” 

In other words, if the Browns 
choose to send a player to Milwau- 
kee, it won't make any difference 
whether Phil Ball owns a share or 


Commissioner Landis will have to 
treat the transaction just as he 
would if the Browns were sending 
the player to Toledo or Kalamazoo. 

Landis Presides at Own Defeat. 

Thus, after a long fight, the ma- 
jor leagues, in joint session, with 
Commissioner Landis presiding, 
have put the stamp of approval on 
the chain-store idea, the major 
league ownership of minor league 
clubs. 

The radio controversy remains 
just where it was before the con- 
clave of fallen arches opened. Each 
club must work out its own sal- 
vation and if the Browns and Car- 
dinals do not choose to have their 
games broadcast, they will have no 


important voice in the matter if the 


Chicago clubs wish to saturate 
the territory around St, Louis with 
broadcasts of the Cub and White 
Sox games. 

Sam Breadon, according to Leslie 
O'Connor, Landis’ secretary, led the 
fight against the radio and Bill 
Veeck, president of the Cubs, coun- 
tered by announcing that thé 
leagues could not legally prevent 
him or any other club president 
from broadcasting ball games. He 
insisted that it was an internal 
problem and threatened to permit 
broadcasting, regardless of any ac- 
tion the leagues might take. Rather 
than start a controversy, the other 
club owners agreed to let the propo- 
sition sag into the category of un- 
finished business. 

May 15 was selected as the new 
date on which major league clubs 
will have to reduce their rosters to 
the midseason limit of 23 men, but 
it was explained that the change 
would not affect the trading market 
and that the exchange of players 
without waivers, would be permit- 
ted until June 15.

5 indy graphic descriptions of 
the ailments from which he 
suffered and of the treatments 
given to him by his physicians. 

Justly did he write that “a doc- 
tor is like Ajax—give him light 
and he may make battle with dis- 
ease; but, no disparagement to the 
Esculapian art, they are bad guess- 
ers.“ | 

In the days of Scott, the hun- 
dredth anniversary of whose death 
we celebrate this year, physicians 
were without benefit of modern 
knowledge and were obliged to do 
a great deal of guessing. 

At the age of 18 months Scott 
suffered an attack of poliomyelitis 
(infantile paralysis) which left him 
lame for life. Scott reports: 

“Among the odd remedies re- 
curred to aid my lameness, some- 
one had recommended that so often 
as a-sheep was killed for the use 
of the family, I should be stripped 
and swathed up in the skin, warm 
as it was flayed from the carcass 
of the animal. 

“In this Tartar-like habiliment, I 
well remember lying upon the floor 
of the little parlor in the farm- 
house, while my grandfather, 4 
venerable old mah with white hair, 
used every excitement to make me 
try to crawl.”
